A  REGULAR  MEETING  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Scrip  Collector 
Association  was  held  on  FRIDAY,  OCTOBER  5,  1984,  at  9:00  p.m.,  at  the  Holiday  Inn, 
Cumberland  Gap,  Tennnessee.  There  were  present  the  following  constituting  a 
quorum:  Tom  Hitt,  Bill  Williams,  John  Podgurskl,  R.  R.  Tippy,  Crawford  Blakeman, 
Mark  Ballard  and  Waiter  Caldwell. 

Membership  Chairman  Mark  Ballard  reported  that  24  new  members  had  been  slgnej 
since  the  May  1984  meeting  and  that  47  new  members  had  been  signed  since  the  f1ri+ 
of  the  year.  President  Hitt  urged  that  all  present  make  a  special  effort  to  enlis 
new  members  for  the  organization.  Prizes  for  the  top  recruiters  will  be  presented 
at  the  Spring  1985  meeting  in  Bridgeport,  West  Va. 

Catalog  Chairman  Williams  reported  that  the  Vol .  II  of  the  Edkins  catalog  was 
being  shipped  to  all  buyers.  He  noted  that  current  liabilities  of  the  book  fund 
amount  to  $17,523.00  and  that  assets  on  hand  total  $11,300.00  leaving  about 
$6,200.00  to  be  raised  from  book  sales  before  the  loans  from  members  and  the 
$5,000.00  loan  from  TAMS  (Token  and  Medal  Society)  can  be  repaid.  It  was  noted 
that  special  advertising  will  be  placed  shortly  in  the  national  numismatic 
publications  relating  to  sale  of  the  books.  Chairman  Williams  also  reported  that 
as  soon  as  the  $1,600.00  currently  due  to  Don  Edkins  for  copy  preparation,  etc. 
is  paid,  that  all  rights  to  the  book  will  be  assigned  by  Edkins  to  NSCA.  At  that 
time,  additional  action  will  be  taken  relative  to  the  books.  He  noted  that  it  is 
the  plan  to  place  all  listings  on  computer  so  that  new  finds,  corrections,  etc. 
can  be  made.  This  will  simplify  the  publication  process  when  a  new  edition  is 
published  in  approximately  five  years. 

All  members  are  to  be  urged  to  HOLD  all  corrections,  new  finds,  etc.  until 
the  computer  arrangement  is  announced.  It  was  noted  that  the  bulletin  will  be 
utilized  to  announce  these  items  once  the  Book  Committee  is  in  a  position  to 
accept  these  reports  from  members. 

Treasurer  Walter  Caldwell  announced  that  the  present  bank  balance  of  NSCA  * 
is  $3,956.93  and  that  there  are  no  current  outstanding  accounts.  He  also 
noted  that  1985  dues  can  now  be  paid  and  that  the  next  bulletin  will  remind  all 
members  to  check  their  bulletin  mailing  label  for  the  current  status  of  their 
dues. 

Announcement  was  made  that  the  Spring  1985  Convention  will  be  held  at  the 
Holiday  Inn,  Bridgeport,  West  Virginia  with  Scriptor  Jim  Thompson  as  host  on  the 
ususal  first  weekend  in  May.  Special  plans  are  being  made  to  insure  a  big 
attendance  at  this  meeting. 

The  Board  then  went  into  executive  session  to  discuss  the  loss  by  theft  of 
tokens  by  some  members  and  the  matter  of  some  outstanding  accounts  owed  members 
by  other  NSCA  members.  Action  on  these  matters  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  the  matter  of  having  special  trading  tables 
available  for  members  at  future  meetings  and  that  advance  reservations  for  free 
tables  will  be  needed  to  prevent  some  members  from  not  having  tables  available  at 
the  meetings.

THE  AUCTION  AT  CUMBERLAND  GAP,  OCTOBER  5,  1984 


Bidding  was  quite  spirited  on  some  of  the  49  lots  in  the  Friday  night 
Auction  at  the  Cumberland  Gap  meeting,  while  other  lots  went  for  sur¬ 
prisingly  low  prices.  Fifteen  of  the  31  members  who  registered  were 
successful  bidders.  Three  pieces  sold  for  more  than  $100.00  each;  an 
unlisted  WV2932A5  Walnut  Hills  Coal  Co.  at  $125,  an  unlisted  Miners 
Supply  Co  1.00,  Muren,  Ind  also  at  $125,  and  a  PA1916A5  Pine  Hill  Coal 
Co.,  Dorman  die,  circa  1880,  for' $105.  Davidson  Coal  Co.,  Gintown,  Ala 
1116A500  brought  $85,  an  unlisted  company,  North  Brilliant  Coal  Cb, 
Brilliant,  Ala,  Bi-metal  10c  went  for  $66,  and  WV2795A10  Berthy  Coal  Co 
realized  $42.  \ 

Three  pieces  went  in  the  $30-35  range;  KY249B50  The  Pike  Floyd  Coal 
Co.,  MAV52c  McNabb  Coal  &  Coke  Co,  and  WV2217B50  Wyoming  Stores  Co. 
Fourteen  pieces  sold  in  the  $20-29  range;  nine  for  $15-19  and  nine 
more  for  $10-14.  The  other  eight  lots  went  f  6  r  less  than  $10. 

Rarity  wise,  the  R-10  pieces  were  very  good  buys.  Only  five  of  the  15 
pieces  brought  more  than  the  book  value  of  $45  and  up.  Two  more  were 
in  the  $30-42  range,  six  $20-27  ,  and  the  other  ^two  at  $7  and  $16.  The 
average  for  R-10's  was  $49.07.  The  R-9  pieces  averaged  $23.45  slightly 
over  the  $22  book  value  with  a  range  of  $11  to  $35  for  the  eleven 
pieces.  Nine  R-8's  averaged  $13.33  compared  to  the  book  value  of  $14. 
Four  R-7  ’  s  aVeraged  $12.75,  27%  above  book,  and  four  R-5  and  R-6’s 
averaged  50%  over  book  value. 

The  gross  sales  prices  came  to  $1276.00,  giving  NSCA  $170.00  to  apply 
to  the  expenses  of  the  meeting.  This  again  enabled  the  Association  to 
be  able  to  provide  free  table  space  for  the  31  traders.

THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CARBIDE  LAMP 


BY:  CHUCK  YOUNG 


In  1837,  the  famous  chemist,  Davey,  discovered  acetylene  gas  while  working  on  pot 
assim  experiments.  In  1858,  Perrot  discovered  the  same  gas  by  action  of  an  elect 
spark  on  vapors  of  alchhol  and  ether.  In  1862,  Wohler  made  acetylene  by  heating 
zinc,  lime,  and  carbon  to  a  white  heat.  Wohler  wrote  apaper  on  his  work  but  died 
before  he  could  do  further  experiments. 


In  1875,  Scientific  American  published  an  article  on  acetylene  and  its  propertie 
and  predicted  that  if  a  cheap  commercial  method  of  producting  the  gas  was  develop 
acetylene  would  be  a  booming  industry.  It  is  possible  that  this  article  influent 
T.  L.  Willson  of  the  United  States  and  Moissan  of  France.  In  1892,  Willson  dis¬ 
covered  that  mixing  carbon  and  lime  in  an  electric  arc  furnace  produced  a  gray 
substance  that  gave  off  acetylene  gas  when  moistened.  In  1893,  \Moissan  discover? 
this  process  independently.  Willson  kept  his  process  a  secret  for  several  years 
while  his  patent  claims  were  pending. 

The  February  9th,  1895  issue  of  Scientific  American  published  the  rumor  that  a 
commercial  process  for  making  acetylene  had  been  discovered  and  predicted  its  use 
for  lighting  hemes,  railroad  cars,  signal  lamps  and  bouys. 

The  following  issue  on  February  23,  Scientific  American  published  a  report  of  a 
lecture  in  England  by  Professor  Lewes,  who  spoke  on  Willson's  invention,  made 
while  he  was  experimenting  on  calcium  alloys  in  an  arc  furnace.  The  magazine 
reported  that  when  the  acetylene  lamp  was  demonstrated  by  Lewes,  that  the  light 
made  all  other  illumination  seem  dull  by  comparsion. 

Shortly  thereafter,  a  Dr.  Borchers  of  Germany  said  he  had  made  carbide  in  1885 
and  had  published  a  paper  on  it  in  1891  but  had  not  followed  up  on  his  discovery. 

Development  and  use  of  carbide  came  rapidly.  In  March  1895,  only  one  month  after 
the  Lewes  lecture,  one  house  in  New  York  was  illuminated  by  acetylene,  which 
produced  a  much  brighter  light  than  coal  gas  or  natural  gas.  In  December  1895, 
the  Willson  Aluminum  Company  of  Spray,  North  Carolina  was  producting  carbide 
on  a  large  scale  at  a  cost  of  one  cent  per  pound.  It  was  also  being  produced  in 
Switzerland  for  five  and  One  half  cents 'per  pound.  Then  in; January  1896,  the 
New  York  Carbide  and  Acetylene  Company  was  founded.  The  boom  was  on. 


Scientific  American  ran  many  articles  on  carbide  and  acetylene  for  the  next  15 
years .  They  published  the  following  formulas  to  explain  the  reactions  involved 
in  making  and  using  carbide: 

2CaO  +  C  +  4C  *  2CaC 2  or;  CaO  +  C  +  2C  =  CaC2  +  CO 


CaC2  +  H20  =  CaO  +  C2H2  or;  CaC2  +  2H20  •  Ca  (OH) 2  +  C2H2 


Early  attempts  were  made  to  compress  acetylene  or  to  liquify  it  so  as  to  store 
and  ship  acetylene  gas.  In  February  1896  at  New  Haven,  a  company  liquifying 
the  gas  had  an  explosion  which  killed  several  persons  and  wrecked  the  plant. 


In  1897,  another  liquid  acetylene  plant  exploded,  killing  several  persons  and 
setting  fire  to  the  wreckage.  The  amazed  firemen  found  that  the  more  water  they 
poured  on  the  fire,  the  hotter  the  fire  got  (it  seems  there  was  a  ton  of  carbide 
in  the  basement) .  Nearby  railroad  trains  had  to  halt  operations  and  telephone 
communications  in  the  area  were  interupted.  Warnings  were  published  about 
the  instability  of  acetylene  when  compressed  -  either  heat  or  shock  could  set 
it  Off. 


THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  CARBIDE  LAMP:  (Continued) 


Less  than  a  year  after  the  Lewes  lecture,  trains  in  Paris  were  lit  by  acetylene 
using  generators  carried  on  the  tars.  A  Swiss  railroad  was  using  it  to  light 
the  train  and  cars,  and  730  homes  in  New  York  City  were  illuminated  by  acetylene. 

An  Italian  inventor  had  a  one  brake-horsepower  engine  running  on  acetylene  and 
stereoptican  projectors  were  equipped  with  acetylene  lamps.  Acetylene  had  taken 
the  tountry,  and  the  world,  by  storm.  It  was  called  the  most  important  developed 
of  the  age.  It  far  outshone  the  electric  light  which  was  in  its  early  stagb  of 
development. 

In  March  1898,  the  Pontiac  Pacific  Junction  Railway  announced  that  it  had  been 
using  acetylene  to  light  its  cars,  generating  the  gas  by  a  Niagra  Falls  generator 
in  the  baggage  car  and  piping  the  gas  to  the  coaches,  each  of  which  had  6 
lamps.  In  December  1898,  the  city  of  Wabash,  Indiana  announced  it  had  signed  a 
contract  for  all  city  streets  to  be  lit  with  acetylene,  replacing  the  natural 
gas  previously  used. 

The  pages  of  Scientific  American  were  loaded  with  ads  and  articles  on  acetylene, 
its  uses,  and  equipment.  Ads  for  various  generators  appeared  in  1895.  In  1897, 
the  first  bicycle  lamp  ad  appeared,  the  bicycle  also  having  its  boom  about  that 
time.  These  companies  promptly  began  production  of  carriage  and  auto  lights, 
quickly  running  kerosene  lamp  makers  out  of  business  or  forcing  them  to  change 
over  to  carbide  lamps. 

The  first  article  in  Scientific  American  about  a  lightweight  carbide  lamp  suitab]  - 
for  sports  or  mine  use  was  in  1900,  telling  about  the  Baldwin  lamp,  developed 
by  a  Mr.  Funke.  It  was  six  and  one  half  inches  tall  and  weighed  11  ounces  empty, 
too  heavy  for  a  miners  cap.  In  1906,  Baldwin  produced  a  lamp  small  enough  for 
use  on  the  miners  cap,  followed  shortly  by  Justrite. 

For  several  years  mines  and  minerals  carried  articles  on  the  use  of  carbide  lamps 
in  mines,  pro  and  con.  They  were  slow  to  be  adopted  generally  by  miners.  They 
could  only  be  used  in  mines  without  concentrations  of  explosive  gases.  The 
bituminous  mines  were  the  most  dangerous.  The  antracite  mines  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania  appear  to  be  the  pioneers  in  the  use  of  these  lamps . 

The  reason  why  carbide  lamps  were  so  slow  to  be  accepted  is  hard  to  find,  and  as 
late  as  1914,  mining  journals  were  still  debating  their  use.  Carbide  came  into 
use  in  western  mines  very  slowly,  being  introduced  there  in  1912.  Some  western 
mines  did  like  it  and  converted  completely,  because  the  western  mines  owned  the 
lamps  and  maintained  them.  The  Homestake  Mine  had  all  1025  miners  using  carbide 
and  in  the  Ray  Mine  1200  out  of  1400  miners  used  carbide.  The  Wolf  chain  lamp 
was  preferred  for  shovelers  and  carmen. 

Most  of  the  following  advantages  and  dis -advantages  were  cited  in  Mining  Science 

in  1914: 

DISADVANTAGES: 

1.  The  lamp  will  burn  in  bad  air  better  than  oil,  thereby  giving  the  miner  no 
warning.  Candles  took  ten  times  as  much  air  to  burn. 

2.  High  initial  cost  of  the  carbide  lamp. 

3.  It  could  be  broken  by  falls  of  rock  or  by  dropping  it. 

4.  Much  time  was  wasted  in  cleaning,  adjusting,  and  filling  it. 

5.  Miners  were  a  conservative  type  and  rejected  anything  new. 

6.  Many  mines  provided  the  light  source  for  miners  and  gave  an  oil  allowance.
